Tue hardware merger idea seems to be spreading, 
as we learn from the Grand Forks (N. D.) Herald 
of April 4 “that a hardware merger is said to be in 
_progress in Bathgate.” 

THE tariff systems now in use among the prominent 
commercial countries of the world may be classed un- 
der three heads: (1) The general tariff system; (2) 
the general and conventional tariff system ; and (3) the 
maximum and minimum tariff system.. The system of 
a general tariff is the simplest of those enumerated, and 
-consists in having a singie schedule of import duties, 
which is applied to the goods of all countries without 
- distinction. Such a tariff is altogether an act of the 
legislative branch of the government. It takes account 
- only of the needs of the home country, and recognizes 
foreign commercial relations only in so far as the latter 
-are in harmony with home interests. The system of 
general and conventional tariffs, however, makes.a dis- 
tinction between goods which come from. different 
- countries. 





ENGLAND is generally regarded as the land of con- 
servatism and nowhere is precedent so marked a fet- 
ich and progress looked on as such rank iconoclasm 
as in the various departments of the government. 
Chas. Dickens’ circumlocution office was not too sav- 
age a satire on current conditions in the war office, 
for example, as is shown by the treatment recently 
given to Dr. Conan Doyle, the popular creator of 
“Sherlock Holmes,” who discovered a way to insure 
approximate accuracy in high-angle or dropping rifle 
fire, the need of which has so often been felt in the 
present war in the Transvaal. The inventor states that 
the apparatus would be fitted to the rifle, and would 
weigh comparatively nothing, cost but a few cents, 
take up very little space, and interfere in no-way with 
the present sights. The novelist communicated with 
the officials in London and received the following re- 
- ply: “With reference to your letter concerning an 
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appliance for adapting rifles to high-angle fire, I am 
directed by the Secretary of State to inform you that 
he will not trouble you in the matter.” As Dr. Doyle 
remarks, the invention might be absolute rubbish or it 
might be epoch-making, but he has been given no 
chance of either explaining or illustrating it. 


PUBLIC interest in the sugar problem—the share of 
the enormous consumption of that article supplied and 
likely to be supplied by the United States—has led the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics to prepare a statement 
regarding the sugar consumption of the United States, 
the amount produced in this country of cane and beet, 
separately stated; the amount produced in its insular 
territory, Porto Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines; the 
amount imported from Cuba, the amount from other 
tropical territory, and the amount from the beet sugar- 
producing countries of Europe. The sugar consump- 
tion of the United States has grown from 1,272,426,- 
342 pounds in 1870, to 5,313,937,840 pounds in 1901; 
or, from thirty-three pounds per capita in 1870 to 
sixty-eight pounds per capita in 1901. Of the 5,313,- 
987,840 pounds consumed in 1901, 985,568,640 pounds, 
or more than one-sixth, were produced in the United 
States; 852,205,760 pounds, or about another sixth, 
were produced in the insular possessions, while the 
remainder, amounting to 3,476,213,440 pounds, or 
about two-thirds of the total consumption, represented 
imports for consumption. Of the total imports dur- 
ing the calendar year 1901, 1,302,860,514 pounds were 
from Cuba, 686,676,954 pounds from the East Indies, 
chiefly Java, 1,122,800,887 pounds from other cane 
sugar countries, and 599,774,613 pounds from the beet 
sugar countries of Europe. 


CoMMERCE between the United States and Porto 
Rico is increasing with phenomenal rapidity, especially 
since the removal of all tariff restrictions in July of last 
year. Our purchases from Porto Rico are nearly three 
times as great as the average during the closing five 
years of Spanish rule in the island, while the shipments 
from the United States to Porto Rico are five times as 
great as the average during the five years preceding 
the termination of Spanish rule. The receipts of mer- 
chandise from Porto Rico at the ports of the United 
States now range between five and six millions an- 
nually, and the shipments to Porto Rico, which were 
about seven million dollars in last fiscal year, seem 
likely to be ten millions in the present fiscal year ending 
June 30th. This rapid growth in the movements of 
commerce between the ports of the United States and 
Porto Rico is presented by a statement just prepared 
by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, which shows 
that the shipments of domestic merchandise from the 
United States to Porto Rico in eight months ending with 
February amounted to $6,887,052, indicating that for 
the full fiscal year the total shipments of domestic and 
foreign goods from the ports of the United States to 
Porto Rico will aggregate about $10,000,000. The 
exports from the United States to Porto Rico during 
the five years ending with 1898 averaged less than 
$2,000,000 per annum, and thus justify the assertion 
that our shipments of merchandise during the present 
year to Porto Rico seem likely to be as much as in the 
entire five years ending with 1808.

I note from a contemporary that “a cafe is drawing 
trade in Chicago by advertising that every table is 
equipped with a telephone. This latest innovation is 
called a ‘snap jack. The telephones are movable, 
so that a diner may order one with his meals. Con- 
nection is made simply by dropping a dime in a slot 
in a box underneath the apparatus. A man may, 
therefore, eat and talk with anyone miles away.” 

This is what people call progress. By and by some 
cafe will provide a stenographer at every table, so 
that the business man can dictate his correspondence 
between mouthfuls of soup or bites of rare tender- 
loin. The retail merchant will get so very progressive 
that he will have an adding machine at the dinner 
table and compute his profits on his morning’s sales 
with one hand, while he butters his bread with the 
other. ; 

Mr. Busyman thinks he is saving time when he 
takes a customer to lunch and talks over his scheme 
to him. Men pay heavy club dues, so as to have a 
place in which to talk business while they eat their 
noonday meals. Ambitious young men spend nine 
minutes for lunch at a cafetaria or lunch counter. 
Meanwhile proprietors of liver laundries in the back- 
woods of Indiana can put up $1,000,000 hotels. If I 
were an autocrat I would promulgate a law to the ef- 
fect that no work of any kind should be done between 
12 m. and I p. m. and that every man be required to 
spend at least one hour seated at the dinner table, 
during which he should not discuss business of any 
kind. Already we as a nation are encroaching more 
and more upon our poor, abused internal apparatus. 
We spend two hours in trying to sell a man a bill of 
goods for $8.83 where the raw material cost us $8.40, 
and then we contrive and scheme for some way to sand- 
wich in all the business we can into the eighteen 
minutes we allow ourselves for lunch. No self-re- 
specting stomach will stand this sort of thing forever, 
and by and by the busy man who never had time to 
eat, time to sleep, time to exercise, time to rest, or 
time to think is laid away under an imposing granite 
monument, where he has all kinds of time. Do you 
know there are plenty of business men to whom it 
would be an unmitigated blessing to spend a month in 
jail were it not for the odium attached thereto and the 
resultant social ostracism. There they would not 
be forever on the rampage, as there would be no 
directors’ meetings for them to attend or correspond- 
ence to dictate. Their food would be plain and sim- 
ple instead of highly seasoned, and they would 
not gulp it down as though eating were a crime, 
as meals would be about the only break in the monotony 
of their daily life they would get. Some men try to 
crowd four months’ business into the commercial life of 
every day and caterers help them along. We do not 
need cafes with telephones at every table half so much 
as we need cafes where customers are prohibited 
from reading the stock market quotations.

A writer in the National Printer-Journalist in describ- 
ing the relation of an editor to his subscribers declares 
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that it is that of an employe, hired to serve the news, 
fresh palatable and at stated intervals, just as the cook 
is hired to serve the meals. He should feel it his duty 
to study the tastes of his employers and their families, 
and recognize that it is good business policy 
to try to please the largest possible mumber. 
Just as the successful cook should do, he should 
inquire and observe regarding the particular 
dishes in his bill of fare that are most rel- 
ished. Like the conscientious cook, he should have 
due regard to the wholesomeness and cleanliness of 
that which he serves. He should try to keep himself 
in touch with everyone who sits down at his spread. 
He should not assume to have so far mastered his art 
that it would lower his dignity to listen to a suggestion 
from the humblest of his employers. 

To my way of thinking this is too diffident and nar- 
row a view of the functions of the press. To follow 
out the analogy of the writer of this article the editorial 
chef should make an effort to constantly tickle his 
readers’ palates with pate de fois gras editorials, calf’s. 
head vinaigrette news items, Camembert or De brie 
scissorings and Mumm’s extra dry technical matter. 
Such a diet would soon prove vitiating to the intellec- 
tual digestion of his clientele. Sensationalism ever 
proves a flash in the pan, and the journal which would 
maintain a hold on its readers must rely on the prompt- 
ness, completeness and accuracy of its news reports. 

Men turn to Macaulay or Grote when they desire to 
read history. When they pick up a trade paper they de- 
sire to be placed in as close touch as possible with the 
trade world of the hour. They want to know what 
various organizations have just done or are contem- 
plating doing in the near future. They desire accurate 
data that willhelp them in predicating market conditions 
of the future. They are anxious to know what new 
goods are being made and how they are taking. As 
each trade is more and more approximating the con- 
dition of a great business family they are interested in 
personal news. 

The technical side of some of the leading crafts is. 
constantly progressing and the uptodate craftsmen 
feels lost if he is not in line with the most progres- 
sive ideas. 

In fulfilling these wants of its readers the trade paper 
largely carries out the simile of the cook, who studies 
the taste of his employers and their families, but the 
successful class journal has a far higher function. It 
should be, of course, a trade mirror, but it should also 
be a trade missionary. It should not, for example, 
complacently wait until necessary organizations in the 
trade have been formed and then chronicle their doings. 
It should study trade conditions and point out the 
necessity of organizations being formed. It should 
devote its space freely in giving publicity to move- 
ments toward such organization in the precarious pre- 
liminary stages. It should fearlessly point out the lines. 
such organizations should pursue in order to meet 
the largest measure of success. Its work along such a 
line as this should be on the creative order, as it were, 
though by no means obtrusive. 

Then again the trade paper should be not only the 
reporter but the evangel of progress. It should agi- 
tate in the interest of progressive ideas and should see 
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in a worthy trade innovation not merely a text for a 
crisp editorial or an interesting news article, but an 
opportunity to benefit its readers by forcing it on 
their attention, even at the expense of reiteration. 

At all hazards and at any risk of unpopularity the 
trade paper must preserve an adamantine stand for 
truth and justice. Its readers may desire to dwell in 
a fool’s paradise and be hoodwinked by emasculated 
editorials that are willfully blind to grave trade perils, 
or which plausibly bolster up trade abuses. but the 
trade paper must sternly preach the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth, however unpalatable 
it may be. Reverting to the National Printer-Journal- 
ist’s culinary illustration, I would state that it is the 
editor’s duty to furnish trade quinine as well as trade 
blanc-mange. y 

The editor of a trade paper finds manufacturer, job- 
ber and retailer all under the necessity of keenly fight- 
ing to preserve their commercial existence. Too often 
one of these classes will take a step minatory to the 
rights of one of the others, if not actually trespassing 
on their commercial domain. The invertebrate trade 
paper can offer its rag of a conscience the flimsy excuse 
that such a trade encroachment is not really a matter 
of news and that it cannot afford to make enemies by 
taking sides in the affair. 

The right kind of a trade paper never hesitates one 
second in a case like this. Be the oppressor the most 
influential organization or the largest corporation in 
the trade while the victim is but an insignificant factor, 
its insistent claim call for exact and impartial justice 
should ring out in dominant and persistent tones. Sup- 
pose a leading jobber sells direct to the consumer in 
violation of the trade rights of the retailer. Is it not 
the duty of the trade journal, regardless of whose 
corns it treads upon, to denounce such defiance of com- 
mercial ethics ? 

In conclusion, I would state that while it is all right 
in the main for an editor to look on himself as an 
employe hired to serve his subscribers with the news 
fresh, palatable and at stated intervals, there are con- 
stantly arising crises in which he must assume a tone 
which hired men should not use to their employers and 
should hit straight from the shoulder no matter how 
“unpalatable” his position may be to sections of his 
clientele, who are influential, either on account of their 
wealth, position or numerical strength.

can be taken out without the removal of a screw or bolt, 
top burners which lift out, interchangeable top grates, 
new mixer covers, new pilot lighters, either needle

valves or round handle cocks as desired, and new 
tangent burners. 

The arrangement of the latter is such that the prod- 
ucts of combustion are taken away from each stool of 
flame quickly and without interference with any other. 
The heat is applied near the center of the cooking ves- 
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sel. The cap and body of the burner are cast together 
with two openings at the bottom for cleaning. 

The ovens are completely surrounded by two thick- 
nesses of steel, a heavy wall of asbestos and a dead air 
space outside the heat flue. The special construction 
of flues equalizes the distribution of heat in all parts 
of the oven so that it bakes evenly at the top center and 
bottom. The heat passes into the baking compartment 
from the top and the heated air descends through the 
oven, escaping at the bottom as shown in the cut. 

The stoves can be easily taken apart for cleaning 
and repairing. The top burners can be lifted out 
cleaning the burner box, the oven burners can be taken 
out, the oven linings removed and all can be replaced 
without removing a screw or bolt or without the use 
of any tools.

There is much speculation and numerous pros and 
cons anent the formation of the “hardware trust.” A 
spirit of unrest, fear and apprehension of dire results 
to the smaller jobber and retailer has fastened itself 
upon the great majority of those in the business all over 
the country. The traveling men representing the vari- 
ous jobbing houses, particularly the smaller ones, here 
and there in every state are in fear and trembling as to 
the outcome of the consolidation and concentration of 
so much wealth. Fresh in their minds are the results 
of the tobacco trust, cracker trust, baking powder trust 
and like organizations which have relentlessly swung 
the axe of the headsman, leaving trunks of their fel- 
low men to weather a storm and seek new avenues of 
labor, avenues that like their own have seen the frosts 
of remorseless trusts. 

FAVOR A COUNTER-CONSOLIDATION. 

Dealers view with alarm the outcome of future hard- 
ware trading and swear eternal vengeance upon such 
of those as they are now patronizing, who shall enter 
the great pool, which is largely looked upon as one of 
extortion rather than one of real economics. 

Many are the imprecations of dealers who are ear- 
nestly praying that the smaller jobbers, who are of re- 
spectable numbers, will at once consolidate for rebuttal 
action, protection and preservation of the business. Of 
course, much is speculation and no correct judgment 
can be formed of the future until active operations 
have been begun. 

THE DOLLAR AND THE MAN. 

It is, however, reasonable to judge of the hardware 
trust’s probable action by paralleling it with trusts 
which have been reared heretofore. Like organizations 
mean like results. These huge consolidations, trusts, 
combines, or what you please to call them, are always 
first, last and all the time in the interest of the dollar, 
not the man. Statutory laws cut no figure, and before 
any and all the courts man goes down, the dollar tri- 
umphs ; so what is poor mortal man to do? If he can- 
not eat “trust” beef will he be able to buy “trust” hard- 


ware? 
THE AMERICAN EAGLE. 


More than a hundred and twenty-five years ago the 
infant colonies, the original thirteen states introduced 
to the world, the American eagle, the bird of freedom, 
who with unclipped wing and an unfettered flight, 
should proclaim Americanism to all worlds, American- 
ism—where man stood above the dollar, all free and 
equal before the law, with every right to free speech, 
religion, a right of commerce to live and let live, a right 
as divine as birth.

DISPLAYING SAWS. 





Many a dealer has looked across the street at the 
beautiful window display of the dry goods man who 
uses dainty drapings of the latest fabrics or the minia- 
ture house with liliputian furnishings complete that 
the furniture man has on exhibition and has sighed 
at the limitations in the display line presented by the 
class of goods he handles. This is largely true, al- 
though many dealers by the use of brilliant satin back- 
ground, or ingenious fire engines, locomotives, etc., 
constructed out of hardware, have succeeded in getting 
up windows of unusual attractiveness. 

E. C. Atkins & Co., the well-known Indianapolis 
(Ind.) saw manufacturers, have realized the handicap 
of the hardware fraternity in the line of window dis- 
plays, and to obviate same have designed a heroic size 
figure of a woodsman astride a gigantic log holding 
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cut saws and handles, ice, butcher, kitchen, compass, 
pruning and hack saws, saw knife, corn and cane 
knives, trowels, scrapers, saws, hammers, anvils, saw 
sets, swages, etc. 

This view was taken at night by electric light witl: a 
half hour’s exposure and it was only by this means 
that the artist was able to overcome the myriads of re- 
flections incident to photographing a show window in 
the day time. 

The “cut out” hides a small door which affords a 
means of entering the window from the store. This 
window is twelve feet across the front, six feet deep 
and fifteen feet across the back.

Mark from d toe the depth of the 
vessel; now move square down to e, draw line and 
mark one-half the diameter or small end, ase b. Draw 
line from c to b until it crosses line at a. Now set 
compass at a and b, draw circle h; set compass at a 
and c and draw circle i. Draw line j, divide the cir- 
cumference into any number of pieces, and take a strip 
of tin and measure on the line h. Draw line to center, 
add for seams, wire and burr. See figures 1 and 2. 
Any thing flaring can be cut by this method. 
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HOW TO CUT A PITCHER COVER. 








Place the square in same positions as in Fig. 3. Sup- 
pose you want the pitch or raise to be two inches, and 
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the hoop or vessel is eight inches in diameter. Set 
one point of the compass at two inches on the short 
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arm of square and the other point at four inches, just 
half the diameter of vessel. Draw circle, as Fig. 4, 
draw line from center; set compass one-seventh of 
diameter of the vessel, and stop eleven times for a 
cover in two pieces, and twenty-two times for one 
piece ; add circle for burr, and add for seam just what 
your edge will take up, or your cover will not be round. 
To give it any pitch or raise, set compass at I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
etc., on the square. The short arm of square gives 
the required rise, the long arm the diameter. Always 
use half the diameter, divide twenty-two for any num- 
ber of pieces.

Here is a fair picture of the work of the country 
tinner: He works more hours in the day than the 
farmer, and more days in the week than the motor- 
man. He frequently begins the day with the lark, and 
goes off duty with the night watchman.

His program is 
subject to more changes than that of a vaudeville 
show, and he is called upon more frequently and un- 
expectedly to alter his plans and decide points of 
diplomacy than is a South American president. 

This may sound like hyperbole, but I believe a 
close analysis will show that every statement made is 
gospel truth. Every night the tinner is given a batch 
of work to be done the first thing in the morning. 
Saturday night there are always jobs to be finished up 
on Sunday.

I never saw a day’s program yet for a day’s 
work that was not broken into by rush orders. Talk 
about altering plans—what craftsman has not had a 
meddlesome farmer standing around to boss the job 
and suggest how it should be done, and has not 
diplomacy been needed when the farmer has sug- 
gested one means of procedure and the hired man 
another? What do you think of it, boys?

SOLDER FOR ALUMINUM. 
From A. F. Schlemmer, Rock Valley, Ia. 

Would like to have receipt for soldering aluminum. 

Ans.—A good solder for aluminum ware is.made of 
zinc, aluminum and copper in the proportion of 90, 
6 and 4. The proportions of other solders for alumi- 
num ware are as follows: 80 parts zinc, I2 parts 
aluminum, 8 parts copper ; 88 parts zinc, 7 parts alumi- 
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uum, 5 parts copper; 94 parts zinc, 4 parts aluminum, 
2 parts copper; 85 parts zinc, 9 parts aluminum, 6 
parts copper. You first prepare an aluminum copper 
alloy, which is to be mixed with a requisite amount of 
zinc. Then you melt the copper, and then gradually 
introduce into same the aluminum; divide it into 3 or 
4 portions, making a perfect mixture by stirring. After 
the last of the aluminum has been put in, throw in the 
zinc, and with it some fat or resin. Then stir the mass 
rapidly, and directly remove the crucible from the 
fire and pour the aluminum into iron molds which 
have been rubbed with benzine or cold tar oil.

INCOMES OF SUCCESSFUL INVENTORS. 





Some of the largest fortunes appear to have been 
derived from the invention of trivialities and novelties, 
such as the once popular toy known as “Dancing Jim- 
crow,” which for several years is said to have yielded 
its patentee an annual income of upward of $75,000. 
The sale of another toy—‘‘John Gilpin” —enriched its 
lucky inventor to the extent of $100,000 a year as long 
as it continued to enjoy the unexpected popularity that 
greeted it when first placed upon the market. Mr. 
Plimpton, the inventor of the roller skate, made $1,- 
000,000 out of his idea, and the gentleman who first 
thought of placing a rubber tip at the end of lead pen- 
cils made quite $100,000 a year by means of his simple 
improvement. 


When Harvey Kennedy introduced the shoe lace he 
made $2,500,000, and the ordinary umbrella benefited 
six people by as much as $10,000,000. The Howard 
patent for boiling sugar in vacuo proved a lucrative 
investment for the capitalists who were able to remu- 
nerate the inventor on a colossal scale. It is estimated 
that his income averaged between $200,000 and $250,- 
000 per annum. 

Sir Josiah Mason, the inventor of the improved 
steel pen, made an enormous fortune, and on his death 
English charities benefited by many millions of dol- 
lars. The patentee of the pen for shading in different 
colors derived a yearly income of about $200,000 from 
this ingenious contrivance. It is stated that the wooden 
ball with an elastic attached yielded over $50,000 a 
year. Many readers will remember a legal action which 








took place some years ago, when in the course of the 
evidence it transpired that the inventor of the metal 
plates used for protecting the soles and heels of shoes. 
from wear sold 12,000,000 plates in 1879, and in 1887 
the number reached a total of 143,000,000, which real- 
ized profits of $1,150,000 for the year. 

The lady who invented the modern baby carriage 
enriched herself to the extent of $50,000; and a young 
lady living at Port Elizabeth, South Africa, devised 
the simple toilet requisite, known as the “Mary Ander- 
son” curling iron, from which she derives royalties. 
amounting to $500 a year. It was the wife of a clergy- 
man who designed an improvement for the corset and 
made a fortune out of it. The gimlet-pointed screw, 
the idea of a little girl, brought many millions of dol- 
lars to the clever inventor. Miss Knight, a young 
lady of exceptional talents, was gifted with wonderful 
mechanical powers, as will be seen by the complicated 
mechanism of. her machine for making paper bags. 
Weare told she refused $50,000 for it shortly after tak~ 
ing out the patent.—Ex.

NEW SOLDER FOR ALUMINUM. 





Hjalmar Lange, a Danish inventor, has taken out a 
patent in Denmark for a process of soldering aluminum 
which consists of first coating the aluminum surfaces 
to be soldered with a layer of zinc. On top ofthe zinc 
is melted a layer of an alloy of one part aluminum to 
two and one-half parts of zinc. The surfaces are placed 
together and heated until the alloy between them is 
liquefied—Lead and Zinc News.

CHICAGO IRON [MARKET. 

The Chicago market for pig iron is decidedly bull- 
ish and important advances in the price of this staple 
have been made the past week. While the old quota- 
tion of $21@2z2 still holds for Lake Superior, Charcoal, 
Local Coke Foundry Nos. 1, 2 and 3, has advanced 
50c aton. Local Scotch Foundry No. 1 has jumped to 
$20 a ton, as has also Jackson County Silveries. Ohio 
Strong Softeners are $22@22.60. Malleable Bessemer 
is $19.50 instead of $19. 

Every day it appears to be harder to secure iron for 
prompt shipment, as it is very scarce indeed, and the 
various iron houses are buying back iron from such 
customers as are willing to dispose of purchases made 
earlier in the season. 

The tonnage of sales for the past week has been high. 

There have been several inquiries for large amounts 
of iron, the most notable being one for 5,000 tons of 
Southern Foundry. Nearly all the transactions in iron 
have been limited to car load lots, or 15 hundred ton 
lots, and it is with great difficulty that foundry men are 
able to get this much. 

A large number of inquiries have been made for iron 
for 1903, until there are no sales to report at this date. 

The malleable foundries are making urgent inquiries 
for iron and though the buying has been slack the past 
week, delay on account of the advanced prices it is ex- 
pected that such a movement will set in shortly.
